Allowable Subject Matter 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-91 are 
allowable over prior art references because related references do not disclose all the limitations 
of the claims, particularly, determining combining statistics comprising channel coefficient 
statistics, channel estimation error statistics, and noise statistics for RAKE fingers; and 
computing RAKE combining weights for combining the individual finger output signals from the 
RAKE fingers into a RAKE combined signal based on channel estimates from the input signals 
and the combining statistics.
